Road were unwilling to proceed; an Account of 
which. we have in an Affidavit made to Collonel 
Villiers Governour of Tinmouth Caftle, which is as 
followeth, On Saturday the 24th of July a fmall 
Veffel of 8 Guns and 80 Men, Abraham de Wile 
Commander, follow’d the Dutch Fleet of Herring- 
Buffes all day, and at night he fail’d to give Inrelli- 
gence to 3 French Men of War that lay betwixt 
Aberdeen and Leith of 50, 30 and 28 Guns, who on 
Sunday in the Afternoon, having Englith Colours, 
came up with a Dutch Man of War who faluted 
them with 9 Guns, and the French return’d 5, and 
about an hour after they furrounded the Dutch Ship 
and fir'd at her Rigging. On Tuefday they were 
joyn’d by Monfieur Ponti with 3 Men of War of 50, 
40 and 30 Guns, and having taken the Dutch Man 
of War on Friday, they all of them, with the afore- 
faid Veffel of 8 Guns, made after the Herring-Buffes 
which confifted of 200 Sail under the Convoy of 4 
Men of War, and after the taking of 3. of the Men 
of War and about 8 or 10 of the Buffes,on Saturday, 
not having Men enough to Man them all, burnt 2 
of the leaft ; all the reft of the Buffes made their 
efcape with the other Man of War into Leith. On 
the 4th inftant they put 200 Men on board 2 of the 
Buffes and fer them on fhore. Thefe French Men of 
War expect ro be joyn’d by 3 more from Breft, and 
then intend to proceed to the Greenland Fifhing. 
This is an account from a Dutchman that was on 
board the Dutch Man of War, who fpeaks French 
very well, which has been fince confirm’d by feveral 
others, to whom the Collonel gave Paffes for their 

etting home, who likewife fay that Monfieur St. 
Bol made a confiderable Prefent to Captain de Wife 
for his Diligence. We have a pretty large Fleer of 
Jaden Colliers that ftay for Convoy.
